The will is probably the most 
important document a farmer will 
ever sign. It may well be a blue 
print of the family’s future and 
should, therefore, be up to date 
and cover all property. 

In Alberta both the formal will 
and the holograph will are valid. 
The former must be made in 
accordance with the Wills Act and 
has to be signed by the testator 
(person making the will) In the 
presence of two witnesses. The 
holograph will is one written and 
signed by the testator himself with 
no witnesses required. In either 
case the last will revokes all 
others. 

Because the average person has 
not access to all the facts per¬ 
taining to the different ways of 
disposing of property under a will, 
it is advisable to seek the assistance 
of a lawyer, says Legal Advisor 
for the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture C. S. Brandley. Under 
certain circumstances one way 
may be more advantageous than 
another. It may also be possible to 
save the estate a considerable 
amount of money if consideration 
is given to the Estate Tax Act 
when the will is being drawn up. 

All names should be clearly stat¬ 
ed when listing the beneficiaries or 
persons to benefit under the will. 
If a description instead of a name 
is used, the presumption is that 
the gift is intended for the person 
to whom the description applied 


when the will was made. Thus "my 
wife” refers to the person who 
was the testator's wife at the time 
that he made his will and not to 
the woman who may have been 
his wife at the time of his death. 
Also, unlesB an intention to the 
contrary is expressed in the will, 
a beneficiary has to outlive the 
testator to benefit under the will. 

An accurate description of the 
property referred to in ■ the will 
is very important. Other factors 
to be considered here are whether 
the property is subject to a mort¬ 
gage or payments under an agree¬ 
ment for sale. If so, how are these 
obligations to be born: by the per¬ 
son receiving the property or by 
the testator’s estate? If any 
advancements have been made to 
any of the children involved are 
these to be deducted from the gift 
to the child? 

The testator must decide wheth¬ 
er he wishes his wife or other 
beneficiary to receive a cash 
bequest upon his death to meet 
immediate needs, whether he 
wants her to receive a parcel of 
property outright or a life estate. 
In the case of the latter the Estate 
Tpx must decide at what age be 
wants them to receive their share 
of the estate. If the testator does 
not leave a large enough part of 
his estate to his wife or dependant 
children for their proper main¬ 
tenance they may make applica¬ 


tion to the court, under the Family appoints his wife together with a

Education Week is past, but emphasizing the real 
necessity for our young people of today to complete 
their education and enter fields of specific training 
and endeavour is a summary and analysis of “help 
wanted” classified advertising in daily newspapers 
across Canada, which shows few openings for un¬ 
skilled workers. 

In ten of Canada’s major cities, only a handful of 
openings existed for young men and women to start 
as learners to become clerks, managers or salesmen. 
There were hardly any calls for laborers, farm hands 
or truck drivers. The unskilled or semi-skilled worker 
is finding it increasingly difficult to get or hold a 
job. 

In our own part of southern Alberta, only a few 
Bhort years ago, a youth leaving school at grade 10 
or 11 could easily find employment on a seismograph 
or oil crew or in the construction industry. But this 
no longer holds true and today’s high school student 
would do well to set his or her sights on graduation 
and further training in a specific occupation. 

“Career Night” at the Vulcan High School on 
Monday, April 10, is designed to help the high school 
student choose an occupation. Specific information 
on many professions, commercial vocations and 
trades will be availabel to those interested and parents, 
too, are invited to attend. 

Press Protest About Passes 

A weekly newspaper published in a near-by town 
has reminded the public that the issue of complimen¬ 
tary parses to the press for events about to take place, 
is a courtesy to be expected. 

The reminder had the effect of hurting some 
people and making others indignant. Actually neither 
of these reactions was justified; but the reaction justi¬ 
fied the writing of the reminder. They showed that 
the people concerned in the particular event that led 
to the writing of the reminder, realized their breach of 
etiquette. It is possible that they may not have known 
that it is customary to issue such passes to the press 
or — they may simply have forgotten to do so. Either 
way, having it pointed out to them in print that a 
common courtesy had been omitted very naturally 
wounded and affronted people — especially such 
socially hospitable people as those who live in the 
foothills of Alberta. 

The issue of tree passes to the press implies that 
the organizers of coming events wish them to be re¬ 
ported in the publication receiving them. A local news¬ 
paper with a small staff may not always be able to 
use the passes. The courtesy, however, is appreciated 
and will ensure that the event receives sympathetic 
treatment when a report reaches the editor from an¬ 
other source. —Nan ton News

GERRY GOING 


A good businessman never signs 
a legal document before reading 
and checking it thoroughly. Be¬ 
cause he is in business for himself, 
a farmer too must conduct his af¬ 
fairs with the astuteness of a good 
businessman. Otherwise look out — 
there may be trouble ahead. An 
example is the recent case of two 
fanners in the Ponoka district who 
unwittingly signed legal contracts 
which committed them to pay In 
the neighborhood of $350 each to 
have their septic tanks cleaned 
out 

According to C. A. Cheshire, Al¬ 
berta Supervisor of District Agri¬ 
culturists, there are at least two 
known operators posing as "pro¬ 
fessional” septic tank cleaners now 
in circulation in the province. 
Their plan of action is to persuade 
the farmer that his septic tank 
needs cleaning and that they are 
qualified to perform the somewhat 
distasteful task. Then they present 
him with a piece of paper which 
they say must be signed foi 
authorization purposes. The farmei 
signs an innocent looking paper 
which is usually purposefully fold¬ 
ed in two to hide the content of 
a legal contract. 

The contract commits the 
farmer to pay six cents for every 
pound of material removed from 
his tank. If It is a 600 gallon tank 
the cost of the job will be about 
$350. To make the transaction ap¬ 
pear "on the level” these opera¬ 
tors even go so far as to drive the 
truck onto the highway scales to 
verify the weight. By the time the 
farmer finds out that the usual 
price for cleaning a septic tank Is 
somewhere between $15 and $30 It 
Is too late. He has already signed 
a contract binding him to pay the 
amount specified by the contractor. 

Contact a reputable firm If you 
are planning to have your septic 
tank cleaned out, advises Mr. 
Cheshire. If you usually do the 
job yourself always be sure to 
have somebody else working with 
you. This precaution is extremely 
Important because the gases in the 
tank are poisonous and a man 
working alone could easily be over¬ 
come by the fumes.
